tives have been sent to this city by 
insurance companies which have been

months from incendiary fires that de­ 
stroyed barns, 
buildings,

school­ 
house and livestock, with instructions 
to capture the incendiaries. 
Beginning with the burning of the 
new $10,000 schoolhouse in Pine town­ 
ship, when a stranger was seen run­ 
ning from the school grounds just be 
fore the fire was discovered, until the 
fire early Monday morning, when a 
large stable at the sum m er resort of 
Jam es Donnelly, on the Kankakee riv­ 
er near Baum ’s bridge, this county, 
was burned, with its 
contents raid 
eight horses owned by guests, incen 
diaries have waged a system atic cam 
paign of destruction, and their opera 
tions have been so scattered over tin 
county that it has been impossible t 
follow their movements in time to th 
tect them. 
According to a Chicago fire insur­ 
ance adjuster, the losses thus far in­ 
curred by the insuring companies is 
nearly $250,000, in every case but one 
the victims of these incendiaries being 
insured for the full am ount of their 
lo sses.

Police Court Not the Proper 


Tribunal. 


REVIVES THE HAM ARA CASE 


Decision of the Circuit C^ourt at Indi­ 


anapolis in a Similar Case Holds 


That the Police Judge Has No More 


Authority Than a Private Citizen to 


Hear Extradition Cases— Judge Col­ 


lins W ill Appeal to Supreme Court. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 7.—Judge Rem- 
ster of the 
Marion 
county 
circuit 
court, in giving a decision in the case 
of Louis Rochelle, an alleged fugitive, 
held that the police court of Indianap­ 
olis had no jurisdiction in extradition 
cases, and that Judge Collins ol p o lice 
court acted without authority when 
he delivered Rochelle "to an officer 
from Ohio. 
The decision came on a 
motion to quash a writ of habeas cor­ 
pus issued on the application of Ro­ 
chelle. 
Since, 
according 
to 
Judge 
Rem ster’s 
decision, 
Judge 
Collins 
could not act in the case and legally 
had no more power than an ordinary 
citizen, the motion- of Judge Collins to 
quash the w rit as to him was sustain­ 
ed but the motion as to all other de­ 
fendants in the habeas corpus pro­ 
ceedings was overruled.

A great many letters and alleged 
confessions from cranks have been re- j 
eeived by Judge W atson and the law-j 
years on both sides during the pro­ 
gress of this case, but Wendenburg * 
said that he is. ready 4 ° believe that] 
the letter conveying this unusual in- j 
formation is not of that class. 
The 
details set forth are too circum stan­ 
tial to be the work of a crank. But far j 
more convincing is the fact that in 1 
several respects incidents of the mar-1 
der as they are given by the letter j 
writer, entirely corroborate suspicion# 
which W endenburg and his detectives 
have had since the 
first day they j 
worked rn the ease, but which they] 
hare not been able hitherto to verify.! 
So closely do the circumstances of j 
the m urder narrated by this self-con­ 
fessed eyewitness tally with the the­ 
ories held by the prosecution, but as 
yet unverified, that if the witness is 
brought to testify W endenburg will 
move for the exhumation of Mrs. Beat­ 
tie’s body in order that physical facts 
may corroborate the story of the wit­ 
ness. The letter was mailed at a city 
the name, of which W endenburg with­ 
holds from publication, but, as he sa3rs, 
a day and a half distant by rail from 
Richmond. 
“I write this because my conscience 
will no longer allow me to be still.” 
were the first words of the letter. 
“I 
save Henry Beattie klllv his wife,” the 
letter continued, “and I have kept ray 
mouth shut to this m inute because I 
was afraid.

Story cf the Crime. 
The w riter then gave his name, the 
address of the boarding house in the 
city to which he said he had fled two 
days after the m urder on money fur­ 
nished by Henry Beattie himself, and 
the name of the man in that city who 
now employs him. 
Then followed his 
statem ent. 
This Is substantially the 
w'ay he told it: 
*T was employed by 
[Mr. W endenburg withholds the 
nam e], who is a farm er and who has 
a farm near the Midlothian turnpike 
in Chesterfield county not far from 
South Richmond. 
I was a farmhand. 
On the evening of July 18 last a cow 
belonging to Mr. ------ strayed and I 
was out to hunt for It. 
‘‘The cow got into the pine woods 
and I followed it until long after dark. 
Some time after dark I was in the pine 
woods on the right hand side of the 
Midlothian turnpike as you go out 
from Richmond, and I saw a light. As 
I walked closer to the road I saw an 
auto standing almost in the middle 
of the road facing toward Richmond, 
I and 'th ere were two people in it, a 
man and a woman. 
They -were both 
sitting in the front seat. 
“They were quarreling; I could hear 
them talking loud, so I did not show 
myself, but waited behind a tree about 
ten feet from the edge of the road, in 
the thick pine woods, to hear wha 
they said. 
I 
“The woman was pleading with the 
man. She was saying that she wanted 
her love back again and she did not 


Richmond, Va., Sept. 7.—The report

Upon reading this letter W enden­ 
burg immediately sent detectives to 
the farm er’s house whose name had 
been mentioned in the letter as the 
form er employer of the volunteer wit­ 
ness. 
They verified the fact that a 
man by the name of the letter writer 
had worked for this farm er and had 
left the farm shortly after the night 
of the murder. 
They also verified 
the story of"the strayed cow. 
Upon receiving 
this information 
"Wendenburg wired at once to the city 
from wThich the letter had been written 
and engaged a lawyer to co-operate 
with the local authorities in examin­ 
ing him. If his story convinced them 
they were to hold him under bond un­ 
til W endenburg could send them a de­ 
tective to have him brought to Ches­ 
terfield Courthouse 
“I don't care to make any predic 
tlons as to tho value of this develop­ 
m ent,” W endenburg said. 
“It may 
turn out to be the work of another 
trank.”

shot her. It is no secret that after the

had broken all the bones at the back 
of the head, but had not penetrated 
the scalp. 
W hether the force of the 
discharge could have broken the bone 
at the opposite cheek from the gun­ 
shot wound was a mooted point with 
the physicians, 
They inclined to the 
belief that a blow had done that, 
though there were no external evi­ 
dences of such. 


Prosecution’s Suspicions Confirmed. 
Iii another feature the details of the 
letter are strongly corroborative o f! 
the theory of the prosecution as to 
how the m urder was done. 
Through 
several witnesses the commonwealth 
has sought to prove that Mrs. Beattie 
could not have been killed in the car 
for it would have been Impossible for 
the pool of blood m arking the scene 
of the murder to have dropped through 
the footboards. 
The prosecution has 
tried to prove, on the contrary, that 
Mrs. Beattie must have been standing 
on the left running board of the auto­ 
mobile when she was shot and that 
her body fell into the road. 
In no 
other way then by the fall of the body 
onto the road could the great pool of 
blood have been caused to form, the 
prosecution has urged. 
The story re­ 
ceived through the letter effectually 
backs up the prosecution’s theory in 
that, according to this w itness,-Mrs. 
Beattie had been knocked out of the 
automobile onto the road by lier hus 
band aud there shot where she lay. 
The letter w*riter’s account of having 
seen Beattie go to the side of the road 
opposite him and return wi^h some 
thing in his hand, which proved to be 
a gun. is also in line with the prose- 
sution’s case as it has been entered 
before the court. 
It is maintained by 
them 
that Beattie went out on the 
Midlothian 
turnpike earlier in the 
evening and secreted the shotgun he­ 
mp to the left of the road 
and that when he dot er­ 
in his wife, he crossed the 
to this stump and got th 
odhounds brought 
to th 
e crime a few hours after it 
ollowed this short trail to 
and back again, but picked
